SB vapor deposition, has improved adhesion to the thin inorganic Film while retaining gas-barrier properties; and a gas-barrier aliphatic 

= polyester film with satisfactory adhesion which is obtained by forming an inorganic film on the aliphatic polyester film by vapor 

= deposition. The former film is a biaxially stretched aliphatic polyester film comprising at least two layers, wherein one (layer (A)) of 

~ the layers comprises a noncrystalline polylactic acid resin and a crystalline polylactic acid resin in respective proportions satisfying 

= the relationship (mass % of the noncrystalline polylactic acid resin) ^ (mass % of the crystalline polylactic acid resin), and the other 

= layer (layer (B)) comprises a noncrystalline polylactic acid resin and a crystalline polylactic acid resin in respective proportions
